only in 
diminution of cruelty to dumb crea­ 
tures, birt in refining and softening 
Influences on the human character. 
More 
children 
can

reach cd 
through the schools than in any other 
way. 
The tendency of children, especial­ 
ly boys, to rob birds’ nests and 
to 
kill harmless animals is one of the 
few remaining heritages of savagery.

into

and the purpose of this movement is 
Ic check it and replace

Answer.—-As the Scriptures do not 
furnish the details relating to the dry- i 
ing up of the flood of waters which 
descended in Noah’s day. we can only 
j surmise and offer conjectures as to 
I where the waters were taken. 
In the 
first place we would not suppose that 
the mountains were as high then as 
now. and that during the year aud ten 
days in which the waters were upon 
the earth, the enormous weight of such 
a large quantity, would have the ef­ 
fect of causing the earth's crust to 
“buckle”, and this, in all probability, 
would lower the ocean bed and, corre­ 
spondingly, elevate tile land surface. 
The most of the water would thus be 
distributed 
into the enlarged ocean 
basins of the earth, and the remainder 
is represented in the frozen ice-fields 
of the Arctic and the Antarctic re­ 
gions, together with the snows and 
glaciers on the high mountain ranges, 
and the moisture continually held in 
suspension in the atmosphere. It is es­ 
timated that more than three fifths of 
the earth’s surface is covered by wa­ 
ter, and the depths of the oceans in va­ 
rious places is greater than the heights 
of the tallest mountains. 
Therefore, it 
can readily be seen that with the sur­ 
face of the globe nearly level, there 
would be sufficient water to cover the 
entire earth to a depth of “fifteen cubits 
and upwards”.

During that period of 
long ago when tile Democrats were In 
power President Cleveland called an 
extra session, but the conditions were 
vastly different from uow. 
The extra session under President 
Wilson is remarkable because the law 
makers to a large extent are men of 
comparatively recent rise to promi­ 
nence. 
Because of the fact that the 
Democratic party is providing a change 
from Republican rule for the first time 
in sixteen years great interest is cen­ 
tered upon Hie doings of congress. 
Virtually a new generation of legis­ 
lators lias sprung up 
With but a very 
few’ exceptions there are no men who 
figured 
in 
congressional 
doings 
of 
twenty years ago who are sharing the 
responsibilities of the body now. 
Of only one thing has the public been 
absolutely certain, and that is that the 
tariff would 
be first and 
foremost 
among the subjects for work by the 
legislators, and that revision downward 
would be the purpose. 
The legislators 
themselves have not known just how 
the revision is to be managed, and it 
has been well understood that they

Wheatbran Is Excellent to Begin W ith, 
Says Flockmaster— Give Exer­ 
cise and Pasture. 


A good flockmaster holds that for 
young lambs wheatbran is most excel­ 
lent to begin with, and after they be­ 
come stronger the bran 
should be 
mixed with corn meal in equal quar­ 
ters. 
He says that oat meal, or oats 
when they can eat it, should be . ded 
to balance the ration for oats is near- 
ly a balanced food itself. 
After grow­ 
ing a little they will shell their own 
corn, if given to them on the cob.
